A message received last evening by 
Peter F. Jorgenson of this city told 
of the death of his son Henning C. 
Jorgenson who passed away in a hos- 
pital in France from. diphtheria, 
March 24th. 

The young man on October 5th was 
severely wounded in battle receiving 
an injury to his side and also a wound 
in one of his legs. Since that time, 
five and one half months, he has been 
confined to a hospital in France and 
and only two weeks ago his parents 
received a letter from him saying 
that he was recovering from his 
wounds and would be able to be up 
and around on his feet in a few days. 
He has been awaiting orders to move 
' far home also and had written at one 
‘time that he would soon be on his 
j way. When the message came last 

night the Jorgenson family thought 
it vas from him saying he had ar- 
rived from - overseas. They were 
stricken with grief when reading the 
contents, and on learning that it came 
from the War department at Wash- 
ington. 

- The young man, was born in Gray- 

ling, and was 26 years old. He at- 
1 ionded the Grayling schools, and be- 
fore leaving for service was employ- 
ed at the du Pont plant. He was of 
a quiet disposition and spent most of 
his time at home when in Grayling.

Labor Again Employed. 


“Thus far the process of readjusting 
labor to the new conditions has 
caused little inconvenience or difficul- 
ty.

A visitation from the seventeen 
year locust can be expected in the 
central and southern tier of counties 
in late May or early June according 
to: the entomologists at M. A. ‘C. 
They base their predictions on the 
records which show that the last 
plague occurred just 17 years ago, in 
1£02. In scientific circles the “to- 
custs” are calied “periodical cicada.” 

“Some damave may be expected,” 
dee'avet Den. C. Whelan of the ento- 
muluzieal stuff of the college, “but 
there need be no great alarm. The 
i}! 1eputation enjoyed by the cicada 
has its origin more in the minds of 
the peuple than in any vast damzjze 
the insect has wrought.” 

Record in the College show that the 
heaviest visitation of the locust oc- 
curred in 1902 in Branch, Callioun 
Cass, Genesee, Kalamazoo Oakland, 
St. Joseph, and Washtenaw counties. 
with lesser swarms in Hillsdale, Ion- 
ia, Lake, Lenawee, Missaukee, New- 
aygo, Sreinaa, St. Clair and Van 
Buren es. yaticn. 

The priodical cicada while oftimes 
harmfu! present one of the most in- 
teresting natural phenomena. After 
living in the ground for 16 years the 
creatures come to the surface for z 
few weeks in the spring of the seven- 
teenth year. Its size is about that of 
an adult cricket—the black fellows 
that can be found everywhere during 
the summer months. 

This, according to the entomolo- 
gists is the seventeenth year, and if 
nature olds to her customs in the 
past, the locusts can be expected to 
emerge from the ground during the 
last weck in May or the first week in 
June. When it first makes its ap- 
pearance it is without wings and is 
called 4 pupa. This pupa, upon 
coming to the surface, guided 
‘by some unerring instinct scrambles 
towerds some serub or tree and be- 
gins forthwith to climb and fasten 
itself upon some twig or branch. 
About ha'f an hour after arriving at 
its moorings its skin splits open 
along the back and out of this “shel!” 
craw!s a new creature, with wings 

Under normal conditions the -in- 
sects remain in evidence for a period 
ef two months or so, and as a rule 
their disappearance is almost as sud- 
cen as their appearance. Most of 
them usually make their way back 
into the ground by the end of July. 

Persons who have studied the lv- 
cust say itut it eats litt'e or nothing 
curing six weeks’ visit. Such 
Cumage as is done is wrought by the 
female, which in laying its eggs, slits 
the turk of the young twigs of trees 
and bushes. If the swarm happens 
to be in a forest or woodlot of oak or 
fimilar trees little damage is done, 
but if the habitat of the locusts hap- 
pens to be a young orchard, the harm 
done is quite often extensive. It is

operations during the winter and 
spring be deferred in order to offer a 
larger (wig growth, and thus distri- 
bute the damage over a Jarger sur- 
face.

vhich other harmful insects and dis- 
‘ases vain entrance to the trees, 
The eggs are usually Jaid in the 
trees about two weeks after the in- 
cts come out of the ground, and the 
‘oung hatch out towards the end of 
July. The larva from these eggs run 
about tne limbs a bit, like so. many 
smnall ants, and then deliberately loos- 
an their ho'd and fa’! to the ground. 
‘nto which they burrow for their six- 
teen years subterranean life. In the 
ground the larva live on sap sucked 


from the rocts, but in spite of their] 


‘arge numbers, it is said that except 
in unusual instances, they do little 
damage. 

One of the most strkinf® character- 
isties of the cicada is its peculiar note 
‘ry song. Where there are large num- 
hers of the insects, this is said to be 
so noisy at times as to drown out even 
cowhells,

MISITS SCENE OF JOAN:OF ARC. 


Sgt. W. J. Lauder, 
Ord. Detachment, 
A. P. O. 741, A. E. F. 
March 8, 1919. 
Dear Mother: 


Well as usus} I am tate again, but 


I was so busy last week end that I did 
not have time to write. Last 
Sunday. I was in Orleans on pass and 
had a swell time. Ernie and I went 
together, and left camp at one o’clock 
Saturday afternoon and arrived in 
Orleans about three. We found a 
a good hotel and then went shopping. 
I bought 8 Jot of films for my camera 
and some developing paper, so ex- 
pect to take a bunch of pictures us 
soon as the sun comes out. In 
France the sun is very seldom out 
for any length of time. Ernie 
bought some music and some strings 
for his bandjorine and violin. Then 
we started to take in the sights, and 
we sure saw some wonderful things. 
lf you remember it was at Orleans 
that Joan of Arc made a name for 
herself. We seen the bridge ‘where 
she fought her last’ successful. battle 
and also the place where she was 
burned tu the stake/ They have 2 
large monument there now. We then 
went thru «n old museum where they 
had a lot af old weapons they used 
and wonderful paintings and tape- 
strys. It eost us a franc to get in 
but it was worth it even if they had 
all their souvenirs tied down. They 
nre learning to fasten everything 
cown where there are any American 
coldiers. 

Fron: there we went to the Cathe- 
dral of Orleans. I will send you 
sonie post ecard views of thig place 
end you ean see what a mammoth 
structure it is, We went up to the 
top of it and a funny thing about it 
was that a little boy about nine years 
old took us up. He said that he had 
made five trips up there that day. I 
would not go up there five times for 
five hundred francs. We had to 
climb thru some of the darkest places 
and up the steepest ladders, and look 
down two or three hundred feet be- 
low and see the people scurrying 
around like a bunch of ants. | There 
is no need of my trying to describe 
the place because I would spoil it all, 
but I sure can say that it is wonder- 
ful. I can’t imagine how they ever 
built some cathedrals in those days 
with the means on hand. 

We spent a wonderful night in a 
good old French bed and got up about 
dinner time. We had dinner in the 
hotel and then just walked areund 
‘ooking in cafes and other places of 
interest until our train left at four 
o'clock. We had supper in the Red 
Cross in Vierzon and arrived in camp 
at eight o'clock. : 

Monday night our entertainment 
officer told us we had to go to Bour- 
ves to put on an entertainment. We 
‘eft here about six o’clock and gavea 
short concert and then came back and 
Vayed at a-dance in Foecy for some 
vf the boys in camp. The dance last- 
od until three a. m. so we were beau- 
‘oup fatigue. Tuesday night there 
vos a WAAC dance up here in the Y 
‘nd of course we had to play at that 
"ncore beaucoup fatigue. Wednes- 
jay night was the time we had our 
fun. We were supposed to put on a 
dance in Bourges for the WAACs 
coming up here. Well we were rea- 
dy but they could not give us any 
transportation so we had practically 
decided not to go. An officer came 
up and asked if any one could drive 
and of course I told him I could. He 
asked me when I had driven one. J 
told him I used to drive for H. Peter- 
gen, but he didn’t know who he was. 
but he said it would be alright, so 
he took the driver out and gave us a 
side car and a flivver. I being at the 
wheel ofthe flivver. It was the first 
time we had been out alone and J 
wanted to head straight for a base 
port but thot it best notto. The guy 
in the side car had our passes, and we 
aid not have a thing to show why we 
had the machine and I did not have 
a drivers’ license. We sure would 
have been out of luck if we had met 
an M. P. but luck was with us be- 
cause we did not. Whenever I would 
see one I would step on her tail 
When we got in Bourges they had be- 
come tired of waiting for us and hir- 
ed another orchestra to play. Wel! 
that just suited us, 80 we started 
back without even unpacking our in- 
struments. We got back in camp 
without a mishap and it was a good 
thing because I don’t know a thing 
about the inside of a flivver. 

An old friend of ours that came ov- 
er in our company hit camp last night 
on his way to Nice to train for a 
month on the Ordnance track team 
He is a mile runner and holds the in- 
tersoegiate world’s record for the 
mile. He is a mighty fine fellow so 
we are taking him to Foecy tonight 
and having a dinner. 

Well Mother, that is about all the 
news except that I got a letter from 
vou today and one from Alice Austin 
Same o'd Alice. Oh yes, I sent the 
souvenirs I to'ld you about today so in 
shout a month you can look for A 
German helmet and some German 
‘“avonets. I also sent you some views 
‘f Nice and Lyon some time ago 8° 
vou ought to have them by the time 
vou get this letter.

Attendance nt the religions meetings 
and Bible classes held in the buts be- 
tween May 1, 1917, and December 31, 
138, was more than 5.280,000. 

A. IL, Lichty, executive socretary of 
the central department of the national 
wie work counell of the Y. M. GC. A. 
tas Issued a report covering statistics 
of the Y. M. C. A. aetivities in the 131 
huts in Central department camps. 
Mr. Lichty {5 in command of nearly 1.- 
000 workers. Before coming to Chi- 
cage for war work he was secretary of 
the Ohio State Y. M. C. A. During

his administration more than 2,500 
{men and women have heen recruited 
in the 14 Central states for overseas 
service with the Y. M. Cc.

The number of letters written in 
huts in the 33 military camps totaled 
62,708.410. The total attendance was

Movies were the most popular fea- 
ture of the “¥" service in the camps. 
The attendance at the 12,496 motion 
| pleture shows was 5,979,303, an aver- 
age of more than 400. 

The “Y" educational features were 
popular. In the 20 monthr 7,570 lee- 
tures were heard by 2,202,810 soldiers 
and sailors, The 68,272 classes of vari- 
ous kinds drew 1,894,418 and the 982 
sclence and art clubs 62,580. For the 
American Library association the “Y" 
passed aut 1.423,668 books. 

Athletics Popular. 

The number of participants in ath- 
lette contests under the direction of 
the “Y" was greater than the number 
of spectators, There were 5,398,259 in 
the contests and 4,437,017 “looking 
on.” , 

The 2 workers in the 131 huts fn 
the urmy and navy camps and the 184 
S. A. T. C. units passed out to Amer- 
Sea's fighting men 510,482 Scriptures. 
There were 282,220 personal interviews 
on the subject of religion; 52,754 de- 
cisions to accept the Christian faith 
and 117,770' signed the “war roll” 
pledging themselves to a Christian 
life, 

The 17.361 entertainments not tn- 
cludin movies, drew 6,731,646 soldiers 
and sullors, . 

The fighting men were thrifty. In 
the period covered by the report the

Y. M. C. A. NO LONGER 
TO MAINTAIN ARMY 
POST EXCHANGES. 


Paris.—The American Y. M. C. 
A., at its own request, has been 
relieved of its work of maintain. 
ing the post exchanges with the 
American army. Correspondence 
exchanged between General Per- 
shing and E. C. Carter, In charg. 
of Y. M. C. A. with the army, 
shows the reason for this ar- 
rangement was that the Y. M. C. 
A. nowhas “increased respon. 
sibitities in promoting education. 
al, athletic and entertainment 
activities in the American expe- 
ditionary forces,” thus placing 
a rapidity increasing burden on 
its personnel. 

Gengral Pershing in a letter to 
Mr. Carter approving the change, 
expressed his thanks “for the 
very valuable services and ae- 
sistance which the Y. M. C. A, 
has rendered to the American ex- 
peditionary force in handling 
these exchanges. General Per- 
shing added: 

“Handicapped by the shortage 
of tonnage and land transporta- 
tion, the Y. M. C. A. has by extra 
exertion served the army better 
than could have been expected, 
and you may be assured that itz 
aid has been a iarge factor in 
the final great accomplishments 
of the American army.”
